Notifiable  diseases  are  those  conditions  defined  in 
the  appropriate  sections  of  Public  Health  legislation, and 
the  number  is  limited, 

£t  present,  some  notifiable  diseases  are  largely  of 
historic  value  and  much  non-notif iable  disease  is  of 
greater  Public  Health  importance.  Notification  serves 
two  main  purposes,  it  is  of  epidemiological  and  statistical 
value  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Major  Authorities  and 
is  of  immediate  importance  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease  among  the  local  community.  Early  notification  is 
essential  if  control  measures  are  to  be  effective.

Most  of  the  cases  shewn  in  the  above  table 'occurred 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  and  with  a few 
exceptions  these  cases  were  children  in  the  5-9  year  age 
group.  Although  each  cose  was  investigated  as  a measure 
towards  helping  the  control  of  the  spread  of  infection, 
no  common  epidemiological  factor  came  to  light,  other  than 
perhaps  an  indication  of  the  prevalence  of  streptococcal 
sore  throat  in  the  community  at  that  time'.'  j 


It  will  be  noticed  that  the  more  serious  infectious 
diseases  such  as  Smallpox,  Poliomyelitis,  Typkoi-dan8 
Diphtheria  were  conspicuous  by  their  absence  during  the 
four  years  covered  by  the  above  tables.  Likewise  it  is 
encouraging  to  report  that  no  casas  of  intestinal  infection, 
ie  Dysentery,  Food  Poisoning  or  Salmonella  Infection  came 
to  light  during  the  year  (the  single  case  of  dysentery 
reported  was  not  subsequently  confirmed  by  the  Laboratory). 


TUBERCULOSIS 


During  the  year  under  review,  six  new  cases  of* 
respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  confirmed 
by  the  Chest  Physician.,  All  were  within  the  45“65  year 
age  group.  Each  case  was  visited  and  an  environmental 
report  completed;  follow  up  of  family  contacts  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Chest  Physician. 

In  addition  to  the  new  cases  notified  each  year, 
a certain  number  of  tuberculous  persons  either  move  into 
the  Borough,  or  move  out.  According  to  the  Register  of 
Tuberculous  Persons,  the  following  notified  and  confirmed 
cases  we re  living  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  1966.

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  - IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

Under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

1948  provision  for  vaccination  against  Smallpox,  Diphtheria 
and  such  other  diseases  as  the  Minister  may  approve,  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  Health  Committee. 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping-Cough  and  Tetanus 
is  available  from  one’s  family  doctor  and  from  County  Council 
Child  Welfare  Immunisation  Clinics „ Triple  antigen  is  now 
universally  used  and  a course  of  injections  with  vaccine 
protects  infants  against  all  these  diseases.  With  older 
children,  vaccine  immunising  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus, 
or  tetanus  alone  is  available.  Polio  vaccination,  using 
Sabin  oral  vaccine  is  offered  at  Clinics  and  by  General 
Practitioners o Smallpox  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the 
General  Practitioners  at  their  patient’s  request.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Although  the  North  Wilts.  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
extraction  of  water  from  underground  sources  and  its  supply 
to  the  public,  the  Borough  Council  nevertheless  is  responsible 
at  law  to  see  that  the  water  is  fit  to  drink.  To  meet  this 
requirement,  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department  take 
regular  samples  of  water  in  supply  for  bacteriological 
examination;  estimations  for  free  chlorine  are  taken  at  the 
same  time.  Officers  of  the  Water  Board  take  samples  of  #he 
untreated  water  for  a similar  examination;  from  time  to  time 
samples  of  the  water  are  subject  to  a chemical  analysis.  Close 
liason  is  maintained  between  officers  of  the  Council  and 
officers  of  the  Water  Board  to  ensure  that  quick  and  effective 
action  is  token  should  unsatisfactory  reports  be  received  from 
the  laboratory. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Ministry  of  Health  recommend 
that  regard  should  be  had  to  the  health  of  workmen  employed- 
on  water  undertakings.  Since  the  formation  of  the  North  Wilts 
Water  Board,  the  Borough  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  advised 
the  Water  Board  on  the  medical  fitness  of  its  employees  on 
an  informal  basis,  ~ 


WATER  SUPPLIES  (Continued ) 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  on  the  State  of  the  Public  Health  for  the  year 
1964  is  relevant 

"Public  Water  Supplies  - In  recent  years  many  small  water 
undertakings,  previously  operated  by  local  authorities  or 
water  companies,  have  been  amalgamated  and  are  now  operated 
by  larger  water  authorities,  usually  Joint  Water  Boards. 
Section  28  of  the  Water  Act,  1945?  which  amended  Section 
111  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1938,  laid  a duty  on  every 
local  authority  "to  take  from  time  to  time  such  steps  as 
may  be  necessary  for  ascertaining  the  sufficiency  and 
wholesomeness,  of  vwuter  supplies  within  their  districts". 

In  those  cases  where  the  local  authority  operated  its  own 
water  undertakings  it  was  normally  the  responsibility  of 
the  medical  officer  of  health  to  advise  on  the  health 
precautions  required,  to  be  concerned  about  possible  sources 
of  pollution,  the  effectiveness  of  treatment  methods,  the 
results  of  sampling  of  raw  and  treated  water  and  the  state 
of  health  of  any  employees  who  might  cause  a hazard  to  the 
supply.  The  responsibility  for  the  wholesomeness  of  the 
supply,  employing  such  expert  a dvice,  medical  and  other, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  ensuring  this,  is  squarely  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  water  authority,  be  it  a Joint  Water  Board 
or  Local  Authority. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  REFUSE.  COLLEGTI ON  ART)  DISPOSAL . 

I am  grateful  to  Mr.  O.E.W.  Street,  Borough  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  information:- 

1.  The  two  sewage  disposal  works  at  Westmead  and 
Patterdown  serve  the  Borough  and  the  fringe  area. 

2.  The  contract  for  stage  11  consisting  of  surface 
water  drainage  from  the  Northern  section  of  the 
Borough  has  been  commenced. 

3.  The  effluents  from  the  Westmead  and  Patterdown 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  discharged  to  the  River 
Avon,  Samples  of  the  final  effluents  were  taken 
during  the  year  by  the  Bristol  Avon  River  Board. 

Refuse  Colle~ tion  and  Disposal . 

Refuse  collection  in  the  Borough  continues  to  be 
operated  with  two  covered  vehicles.  House  and  trade  refuse 
is  collected  weekly  and  additional  collections  are  made 
from  premises  such  as  cafes,  food  and  fish  shops  etc.  where 
food  is  handled.  The  work  is  under  continuous  review 
to  re-route  collections  to  deal  with  new  houses  erected  in 
the  Borough. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Westmead. 
The  handling  and  covering  of  refuse  is  done  mechanically. 

Full  use  is  made  of  insecticides  in  connection  with 
refuse  collection  and  tip  dressing.  The  eradication  of  rats 
is  undertaken  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector. 


HOUSING 


As  in  previous  years,  the  addition  of  medical  points 
was  recommended  to  a number  of  applications  for  housing 
accommodation,  following  receipt  of  medical  evidence  of 
illness  and  or  disability  in  r espect  of  either  the  applicant 
or  a member  of  his  family  living  with  him;  the  highest 
medical  priority  was  given  to  applicants  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  or  some  other  serious  illness  or  disability.

SWIMMING  POOL 

Regular  samples  from  the  swimming  and  paddling  pools  were 
taken  during  the  summer  months  and  submitted  for  "bacteriological 
examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  The  samples, 
taken  at  peak  loads,  assess  the  efficiency  of  the  treatment 
plant,  which  is  of  the  continuous  filtration,  circulation  and 
chlorination  type.  Other  and  more  frequent  tests,  to  determine 
the  residual  chlorine  content  of  the  water,  are  carried  out  on 
the  premises. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER  1957 

The  Council  accepted  delegation  from  the  County  Council 
of  this  Order,  There  are  eight  licensed  premises  in  the  Borough 

(five  only  are  actually  processing  waste  food)  and  these  are 
inspected  from  time  to  time  in  connection  with  the  enforcement 
of  the  Order. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT  19‘ 


Two  licences  were  issued  to  keep  pet  shops.  Both  premises 
have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


ERADICATION  OF  VERMIN 

Infestations  were  normally  dealt  with  by  the  use  of 
D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  insecticides  and  in  a number  of  cases, 
advice  and  assistance  was  also  given  in  connection  with  fly 
and  wasp  infestations. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  methods  used  are  as  recommended  hy  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  involve  the  use  of  Warfarin 
and  Zinc  Phosphide . The  sewers,  hrooks  and  sewage  outfall  works 
are  now  treated  as  a routine  measure  twice  yearly  and  the  refuse 
tips  are  closely  watched  and  treated  as  often  as  may  he 
necessary.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough 
and  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  there  was  a sharp  increase 
in  the  through-put  of  pigs  at  the  Wiltshire  Bacon  Company, 
with  a corresponding  increase  in  the  demands  made  upon  the 
time  and  energy  of  the  staff  engaged  on  meat  inspection. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town  were  inspected  and 
the  financial  cost  to  the  local  authority  of  this  service 
continues  to  he  partly  offset  hy  charges  made  for  each 
inspection.

CYSTICERCUS  BOVIS 

Routine  examination  of  beef  carcases  and  organs  is  carried 
out  to  detect  the  parasite  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  as  required  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  During  the 
year  four  carcases  were  found  to  be  infected,  being  single  cyst 
located  in  the  head  in  three  cases  and  in  the  heart  in  one  case 

The  carcases  and  offals  concerned  were  placed  in  cold 
storage  at  a temperature  not  exceeding  20°F.  for  a period  of 
three  weeks  and  then  released  for  human  consumption,, 

METHOD _ OF  DISPOSAL  OF  CONDEMNS D FO QD 

All  carcases  and  offals  found  at  the  Bacon  Factories  and 
Slaughterhouses  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  are  mutilated 
and  dyed  prior  to  disposal  to  firms  outside  the  Borough  for 
conversion  into  animal  food  and  fertilisers.
